Gradually tin- number of consump- 


tives undergoing treatment at the 
State dispensary is increasing and the 
director and the nurse are doing good 
work in an educational way, ttHU'hing 
the patients how to take cure of them- 
selves as well to refrain from tlte care- 
less habits which throw others, usual- 
ly the members of their families, open 
to the infection. 


One drawback is mentioned by the 


director. 
He has experienced some 


trouble in getting indigent patients 
to understand that the State will fur- 
nish them with eggs and milk and 
pay for their prescriptions under pro- 
per regulations. But taking it ail 
through the dispensary Is doing good 
work and the patients are doing nil in 
their power to assist the director to 
either check or cure their diseases. 


THE JUNE BRIDES. 


June bildes and grooms in Bucks 


county numbered 
6fl> tlie same as in 


the 
corresponding month in 1908. 


Seventeen of the men came lo this 
county for their brides, but only eight 
of our girls went out of the county for 
their husbands. 


Bristol contributed tlie largest num- 


ber of brides and grooms, 8 and 5 re- 
speetively. Doylestmui furnished four 
brides 
and 
the same number of 


gruonis. Perkasie added four In ides 
nnd two grooms. 
Newtown contri- 


buted two brides and t\vo grooms. 
Sellersville produced but one bride 
and 5 grooms, while Quakertown is 
only credileil with a groom. 
By a little calculation it is learned 


that the average ages of the grooms, 
ranging from 52 to 19, was 28.2 years, 
while the ages of the brides, ranging 
from 83 to 17 was 24.2 years. 
Two of 


the grooms had each been married 
twice before, and four others had sur- 
vived their first wives. 
But three of 


tbe hrkles had ever taken the marriage 
vows belore. 


Twenty-nine occupations were repre- 


sented by the men, but farmers, clerks 
and cigarmakers \\crc far in the ma- 
jority. 
Occupations claiming 
more 


than one groom were as follows: Far- 
mers, 10 ; clerks, 0; cigarmakers, (i; 
machinists, 3; motormcn, 2. The fact 
that 84 of the brides held positions 
at the time of tlie granting of the li- 
censes may be taken to show that they 
were an ambitious and energetic little 
army. 


It Is also interesting to note the 


ages given. Two grooms and ten 
brides were under twenty-one years of 
age. Between the ages of 21 and 25 
there were 20 grooms and 38 brides. 
Twenty of tbe grooms and 11 of 
the 


brides were between 2o and 80 years 
of age. 
Ten glooms and 0 brides were 


between 30 and 40 years of age. Two 
grooms were 34 yearo old, one 48 years 
old and one 52 years of age. The old- 
est bride H as 3b years of age. 


The youngest bride and groom were 


17 and 10 years old, respectively. Six 
brides and grooms were of euual age. 
Forty-four grooms were older than 
their brides, while four brides were 
<he seniors of their husbands-to-be in 
point of age. Tlie greatest disparity 
was in an instance where tbe groom 
"was 52 and 
the bride 31 years old, a 


difference of 21 years. One groom 32 
took a bride aged 17, a difference of 
1-3 years. The nearest to that was 
when the groom was 43 and the bride 
33 years old.

prices, but everywhere is seen the dis- 
position to Increase the cost of every- 
thing that goes on the backs or into 
the stomachs of the people. Clothing 
dealers, for example, are predicting 
that next summer's suits will be from 
$2.30 to $o higher than present prices. 
A Chicago ne\vnpaper quotes a buyer 
for a large clothing establishment 
there as follows: "The most staple 
kind of goods for men's suits, a stand- 
ard blue serge, which was bought last 
year for Jl.loa yard, was quoted fit 
S1.50 this year when the market op- 
ened. There may be another advance 
as the .season progresses. Jt is safe to 
say that suits will be from 10 to 15 
per cent higher next year. 
Suits 


which sold for $:il) will biing about 
$2£50 or $ij." So it goes all along 
the line. With all that they have to 
buy Increasing in cost, there is no 
prospect that the people who must 
live on salaries and "\\agcs will get 
more money with which to meet their 
bills. This outlook is anything hut 
reassuring to a majority of tiie people, 
and such conditions invite politii-iil 
revolution.

tax scheme.

\Ve Imve neighbors on either side of 


us, one doing business as a co-partner- 
ship, the other as a private Indivi- 
dual. Both are engaged in mercantile 
business, each employing about the 
same capital as ourselves, yet under 
the proposed law we would be com- 
pelled to pay 2 per cent of our net 
earnings,hut they would pay nothing. 
Would they not as a result of this 
very law have an undue advantage 
over us, simply because we are con- 
ducting our business under a charter 
and they are not? You may ask the 
question, Why are we then doing bus- 
iness as a corporation? Simply be- 
cause it furnisned a way for ns to al- 
low some of our employes of small 
means to become interested 
in the 


business by allowing them to heroine 
shareholders.

and asks where the justice or equity 
of the tax comes in. There are thou- 
sands and thousands of such cases to 
lie found all over the country.

Tho majority of them 
ojx n with such expressions as, "The 
Kingdom of heaven Is likened unto," 
etc 
If we keep in memory that It Is 


n li Ingdom of priests thnt Is to be es- 
tnbihhcd, otherwise called n Hoyal 
Pri ithood. all will bo plain. Our Lord 
Josni, after be bad paid our ransom 
]irli-.., nftcr he died tho Just for the 
unjust, as our sacrificing High Priest 
«sc< ndcd up on high to bo our King; to 
be n Priest upon his throne. And sim- 
ilar! v lie Is now calling for an under 
prlinthood, willing to follow his ex 
nmjile of self sacrifice In tho present 
life

Tho prophculet, of the Old Teslament 


Scriptures abound In testimonies re 
specting the blot-ling which will come 
to the world dm Ing the reign of Mes- 
siah's Kingdom. Tim Jews hud every 
reason to c.\,icct that God Imd honored 
their millon as the seed of Abrnlmm 
with especial rel itlonshlp to Ills King- 
dom— that nb his holy nation and pco- 
plo Israel should be tho channel for 
the dispensing of the divine blessings 
to all the fuuilll.'s of tho earth. Nor 
vclll that expectation prove fulse. 
The 


Lord has not changed his plan; lie 1ms 
merely Introduced first of all anoth 
cr feature of his plan not previous- 
ly revealed, slyled by the Apostle 
Paul "the mt/stiry 
of God." 
This 


mystery Is. that before Israel can be 
God's earthly agents for dispensing his 
blessings to mankind in general, to 
every 
nation, people, kindred and 


tongue, God will first select a special 
clnssi, a "Llttlp Fl.ick," a "Koyol Prlpst- 
hood"—the Chufh, the Bride, the 
members of the Body of Christ as a 
Spiritual Israel. 
When this Kingdom 


class shall huve been fully selected, 
and the last mcn'ber shall have been 
glorified with Christ beyond the vnll 
on the spirit plane of existence, then 
divine favor will return to nnturnl 
Israel. 


We aie not 
lo understand that 


everyone who lias Abraharaic blood In 
his veins will on that account be per- 
mitted a special hervlce for the Lord 
during the Millennium aa un earthlj 
representative of ttie splrllua! Empire 
Nay, 
thej are not all Israelites who 


arc of Hie teod of Abraham. Hut the 
Lord shows us t'trough the Apostle 
that prior to the corning of Christ God 
had already selected Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob and all tLo propliets and 
other faithful oner, enumerated by St 
Paul in Hebrews nth chapter. These, 
having demonstrated their faith nud 
willing obedience t) do the Lord's will, 
liavo this testimony, "that they pleased 
God." These Anclout Worthies of tho 
earthly seed of Abraham ore already 
prepared of the Lord to be the earthly 
representatives of his Spiritual King- 
dom. In due time, after the glorifica- 
tion of tho Church In "the first resur- 
rection," these will come forth not on 
the spirit plane, but as perfect human 
beings. 
Through these the 
Lord's 


blessings and Instructions to mankind 
will be dlsnpinlnati d. They will con 
stltute the earthly Jerusalem, as the 
Church will constitute the heavenly 
Jerusalem. Mount Zlon; as we read 
"The Law shall go forth from Mt 
Zlon. and Ilic Word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem" (MIcau Iv, 2) for the bless- 
ing of all nations, for their instrnctioi 
In righteousness, f..r their assistance 
In the highway of liollness. that they 
may gain at Its farther cud the great 
reward of life eternal. 


It Is but reasonable to expect that 


with the establishment of that King- 
dom for which Israel has so long 
waited and hoped, its mercies dis- 
pensed through thise Ancient Wor- 
thies will tlrst appenl to the nation of 
Israel, and subscquc'iitly to all people 
of all nations, as they shall come to 
!he faith of Abralm a and receive the 
Instruction of the Kingdom. Thus It Is 
written, "And raauj nations shall go 
and say. Come, and let us go up to 
he mountain of the Lord, and to the 
house of the God t 1 Jacob; and he 
will teach us of his ways, nud we will 
walk in his paths" (Mlcah Iv, 2). 


Th« Qoipel Age Parenthetic. 


It may help some to think of this 
lospcl Age ns a parenthesis. 
God's 


dealings with the Jews In the flesh 
-vore interrupted by the development 
f the spiri/ual sal of Abraham— 
Christ and the Chuich (Galatlans III, 
JO). As soon as this work of develop- 
ng Spiritual Israel shall be completed, 
ud the "little flock" be exalted to 
lory on the spltit plane by Iheli resur- 
ectlon change, then the parenthesis 
.•ill be ended, and ilivine favor will 
osume Its operation with natural la- 
tel, and through Israel to all nations, 
or their bli'ssing.

There tho Apn-lli> i,. t-s iv rejection 
of natural l^r:i,'l. iircl h- \\ it uns fore-

a snare to them, inakiny thorn proud 
and nrrtigttut Inslcnd i.f humble, and

Tho A[)ostlf pi, lurt'S tlicso In 


the olho tree, whohc loots re|ue.sent- 
od 
the 
Abrahaiulc 
Covenant, 
and 


whose branches icprcscntcd the Jews. 
Ho points out that nearly nil the 
branches wore broken off—because of 
unbelief—and that the unbelief wns 
because of an Improper condition of 
heart. He says that those Jews Who 
received Jesus were the branches not 
broken off, and that God during this 
age has 
been 
choosing out 
from 


amongst the Gentiles such as would 
be suitable substitutes for the broken 
off Jewish brunches, so that eventually 
the olive tree would have the full num- 
ber of branches definitely foreknown 
nnd Intended—a few of them natural 
branches (including the Apostles and 
nil the Jews who received Christ in 
sincerity) nnd the remainder of that 
spiritual olive tree, branches grafted 
lu from nmoiigst the Gentiles. 
The 


tree as a whole, then, represents spir- 
itual Israol, the "one new mnu" ueu- 
tloned by the Apostle, whose head Is 
Christ, nnd whose members are partly 
Jewish 
and 
partly 
Gentile, trans- 


formed, renewed (Epheslnns II, 15). 


Ignorant of This Mystery. 


Continuing his discussion of the sub- 


ject, in this sumo chapter, St. Paul 
sajs, "I would not, brethren, that ye 
should be Ignorant of this mystery, lest 
ye be wise In your own conceit; tlint 
blindness In part Is happened to Israel, 
uutll the fullness of tho Gentiles be 
come lu. 
And so «I1 Israel shall be 


saved; us It is written, "There shall 
come out of '/Aon tho Deliverer." 


Let MS not make tho mistake of sup 


posing the Apostle meant that all Is- 
rael will be saved to hcnienly glorj, 
or to eternal 
life. 
Ibracl 
will lie 


saml from the liliiiilutss nud rejection 
of God whlc'b came on them as a na- 
tion when they rejected Messiah. Tlie 
greut Deliverer who will bless them 
Mill be composed of Messiah, 
the 


Head, and the Church, his Body—com- 
posed of ovcrcomcrs, sonic of whom 
once w f i c Jews and some of whom 
once were Gentiles. This greal Deliv- 
erer who comes out of Ziou Is the 
spiritual Son of Zlon, the Messiah, tuc 
King, the lioynl Priest, the Judge, the 
Mediator of the Mew Covenant. Tho 
first blessings of his Millennial King- 
dom will be upon natural Israel, from 
whom the Kingdom was taken awny, 
nnd to whom tho earthly phase of the 
Kingdom will be restored in tho hands 
of the Ancient Worthies, who will be 
the earthly representatives of the heav- 
enly Kingdom. The Kingdom itself 
will be Invisible to men, but Its earth- 
ly representatives will be seen and 
known to all mankind; ns It Is written, 
"Ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, nnd 
Jacob, nud all the Prophets, In the 
Kingdom of God" (Lnke xlll, 28).
